M issouri’s em ployers who axe liable 
under 
the 
st.ate’s

com p ensation law not only carry the 
resp onsibility for financing the e n­ 
tire em p loym ent security program , 
but they also are called up on to help 
the state police the p aym ent of ben­ 
efits to unem p loyed work ers. 
Coop erating 
employexs, u s u a lly 
those w ith eight or m ore work ers, 
assist the division in stop p ing the 
p aym ent of questionable claim s for 
unem p loym ent insurance, and indus­ 
try throu gh quarterly wage rep orts 
aid in the detection and discovery of 
fraud p ractices p erp etrated by “chis- 
elers.” 
T his em ployer coop eration also ex­ 
tends to state em p loym ent services 
when they p lace their orders for 
work ers w ith the job-finding agency. 
P aym ents to work ers do not begin 
until the division has m ade a check 
on the claim ant’s eligibility for u n­ 
em p loym ent insurance. This check ­ 
up tells the division where the work ­ 
er has earned the wage credits w hich 
m ight m ak e him eligible for benefits.

W ASHINGTON. —- Congressional 
memories 
sometim es are very short. It was onl> last je a i 
that the Senate i>efus« d to confirm Carl ligen- 
fritz as chairman- of the M unitions Board b e­ 
cause he declined to give up his .$60,000 salary 
from the U.S. Steel Corporation. 
However, just about the same thing is now 
happening w ith two other high officials and 
nothing is being said about it. They are: 
1. E. G. Plow’man, another U.S. Steel execu­ 
tive, who gets $ 6 6 ,000 a year from his company 
while work ing for Uncle Sam as director of 
the 
Defense 
D epartm ent’s 
m ilitary 
traffic 


service. 
2. W illiam H. Harrison, who has Just assumed 
charge of W'ar controls in the Comm erce De­ 
partm ent while still draw ing his salary from 
International Telephone and Telegraph. 


The excuse given for perm itting m en to draw 
a salary from private industry while w oik ing 
for the governm ent is that it is hard to get 
good m en to serve the governm ent w ithout 
doing so. This is true in peacetime. B ut in 
w artim e, when thousands of G.I.’s not only 
have to give up their jobs but their lives, it 
would seem tha t enough patriotic businessmen 
would be willing to w ork for a governm ent 
stipend of $15.000 to $ 
20,000 a year. 


J immy Roosevelt 
Jim m y Roosevelt helped to place the insur­ 
ance on two housing projects at an Air Force 
field at Victorville, Calif. 
Air Force officials state, how ever, tha t they 
had nothing to do with placing the insurance, 
and that the m atter w^as left entirely in the 
hands of the private promoters. 
There are two housing projects at the Victor­ 
ville air base: 400 homes built by the Victor 
Valley Housing Corp., and 250 homes built by 
Mesa E.states. 
C. O. Moore is the ow ner of Mesa Estate.« and 
also owns 40 per cent of the Victor Valley 
project. He, being a close friend of Roosevelt’s, 
placed the insurance w ith the firm of Roosevelt 
and Sergeant, which in tu rn acted as the brok er 
in placing the insurance on all 650 homes with 
various companies. 
J ohnson’s Exit 
Secretary of Defense Johnson took the news 
of his dismissal as if he had been struck by 
lightning. On the m orning he was fired, he was 
cheerfully planning speeches for the American 
B ar Association, A m erican Federation of Labor 
and A m erican Legion. 
On the m orning after he was fired, he put 
in a routine appearance at his staff conference. 
G eneral M cNarney opened the m eeting by say­ 
ing how shock ed they all w ere at the new 
devlopm ent. 
B ut Johnson held up his hand and m um bled: 
“No, no. Not now.” Tears welled up in his eyes, 
and M cN arney sat down. 
A ssistant Secretary of Defense McNeil also 
tried to say something appropriate. But again 
Johnson held up his hand. So everyone present 
stood up, announced there was nothing to re- 
'port, and solem nly filed out of the room. 
Under the Dome 
A fter Seci'etary C hapm an finished wiping up 
the Senate floor with Senator Schoeppel of 
Kansas, the Interior secretary attended a cabi­ 
net m eeting. As he entered the rpom, President 
T rum an said: “Here comes Joe Louis. Sit dowm, 
cham p.” . . . Republican leaders had planned to 
pick out every m em ber of the T rum an cabinet 
one by one and attack them in the Senate. But 
Senator SchoeppeFs sm ear of Secretary of the 
Interior Chapm an has back fired so badly that 
the cam paign will be abandoned- . . . Though 
President T rum an told the press it is “cus­ 
tom ary” for the secretaries of the Army, Navy 
and 
Ail 
Force to hand in their resignations 
w hen the secretary of Defense leaves, these 
three have agreed to stick together and not 
resign—junless requested. . . . Donald Dawson, 
an 
aide to President T rum an, is being con­ 
sidered as head of the New* York Stock E x­ 
change. . . . About two m onths ago, T rum an 
called ex-U ndersecretary of State Bob Lovett 
to the W hite House and a.« k ed him to become 
Acheson’s deputy to the A tlantic Union con­ 
ferences. Lovett literally wept. His doctor had 
forbade him to tak e a job for another year. 
Seating Red China 
British 
Foreign 
M inister 
Bevin 
has 
been 
nursing a plan to get Com m unist China ad­ 
m itted to the U nited Nations through action by 
the general assembly. 
Bevin 
has 
w ork ed 
out 
his 
strategy 
wdth 
Ind ia’s P rem ier Pandit Nehru. Both are con­ 
vinced that, although Russia ha.s been agitating 
for the Chinese Com m unists to be adm itted to 
the U.N., actually, Russia is dead against Red 
China Joining the world organization. Accord­ 
ing to British intelligence, Russia hopes that by 
k eeping China out, she can rem ain as C hina’s 
spok esm an and appear to the Chinese people 
to be their one real friend. 
Bevin and N ehru are also cinvinced that Mao 
T se-T ung 
and the K rem lin 
are 
not getting 
along w*ell. 
They hope Mao will become a 
Chinese “Tito.” 
Therefore, Bevin and N ehru plan to bring 
the question of seating the Chinese to 
a vote 


before the general assembly w here the veto 
cannot be used. However, it wdll probably re ­ 
quire a tw o-thirds vote to seat the Red Chinese 
and exclude the Nationalists. The British think 
they can m uster the required votes to break 
the deadlock . 


Merry -Go-Round 


General Bradley, chairm an of the joint chiefs 
of staff, took off to rest and w^ork on his 
mem oirs the other day. Im m ediately firework s 
brok e loose. First Secretary of Defen.se Johnson 
w'as fired, then the M arines landed at Inchon. 
B radley scurried back to the Pentagon. . . . 
Three m ilitary men have served as seci'etary 
of war. Maj. Gen. H enry Knox, an officer in 
the Revolutionary War, was the first seci'etary 
of w ar, while two Civil W ar generals—G rant 
and Sherm an—also served as secretary. . . . 
The 9 53 lobbyists, paid $7,000,000 a year to 
bring pressure on Congress, are heading for 
home. . . . More than a million tons of steel 
plate and pipe have gone underground in the 
last six w eek s—part of it bootlegged into the 
Texas oil fields, w here it sells $50 a ton above 
the m ark et price. . . . Industrialist W illard 
Rock w’-ell almost let the cat out of the bag when

introduced 
Senator 
Byrd 
of Virginia 
as 
presidential 
tim ber last 
week

Pittsburgh. 
Representatives of the National Tax Associa­ 
tion and NationaJ Association of M anufacturers 
have been urging Byrd privately to run for 
president, but Rock well w asn’t supposed to say 
anything about it. . . . Congressman Case of 
South Dak ota has been paying for rainm ak ing 
experim ents out of his own pock et. Due to the 
heavy expense, he now* w ants to shift the cost 
to Congress. 


Friend s Fear That MarshalP^ 
Health Will Fail on New job

His health, they say, ju.si isn't up to the gruel­ 
ing physical and m ental exertion required by 
that job. 
The job brok e Jam es Forres tal. It wa.s even 
having its effect on the bull frame and per­ 
sonality of Louis Johnson. Being secretary of 
Defense is second only to the presidency itself 
as a position that dem ands almost super physi­ 
cal stam ina. As the position now exists it is 
impossible to break down m any of its duties 
and functions for assignment to assistants. The 
law dem ands that the secretary of Defense per­ 
form certain duties. They're back break ing for 
the youngest, healthiest man. 
The story that those persons close to the 
general tell is that he neglected to m ention to 
the President how frequently he has been to 
the doctor and how tired he is. Further, they 
say, the call to duty and a chance to mak e an­ 
other big contribution in service to his country 
was such 
a 
tem porary stim ulant to him he 
doesn't realize himself quite what he’s getting 
into. 
Marshall May 
Retire In J anuary 
It is rum ored that the deal with the President 
was that the general won’t k eep the job more 
than beyond the i rst of the year By that ti.ne 
the President will have had time to find « 
suitable successor. The decision to lelieve John­ 
son was made in such a short time there just 
w asn’t lime to find anyone else qualified or 
willing to lak e on such a big chore. M arshall 
was handy, had the experience and stature and 
the 
President 
k new hi.« 
patriotism 
w ouldn’t 
perm it him to refuse. 
If General M arshall doe.s leave the post in 
a short time, his health will be given as the 
legitimate reason for it. If something should 
happen to him in it. the job of secretary of 
Defense will be jinxed proper. Even 
it is 
a 
short-term arrangem ent the general’s 
fnends 
say, the job is lik ely to shorten his life. Few 
men in public life have given the long, u n­ 
stinted service w*hich he has to the government. 
The responsibilities he shouldered during World 
W ar II alone w ere enough to age the average 
m an into retirem ent. 
N aturally all Defense and service officials 
are w'orried about w hat their futures w’ill be 
under the new’ boss. There are speculations all 
ov-er the place. And there is opinion that the 
need for the general to conserve his strength 
will have a bearing on the functions of the 
Defense 
D epartm ent— which 
might 
be 
bene­ 
ficial. 
John.son nev-er let anyone forget that he was 
bos.s and insisted on being cut in on a lot more 
conferences and meetings than was absolutely 
necessary. If M arshall relaxes the grip on the 
three service scretaries that Johnson held, let­ 
ting them tak e more independent 
action, it 
could be an aid to mobilization. If this new 
freedom was abused, of course, it could set 
unification back or reopen old feuds. 
Ground Forces Won't Be Neglected 
One prediction is that M arshall as an A rm y 
ground officer will 
see that the neglect of the 
ground 
forces, 
revealed 
by 
Korea, 
will 
be 
speedily corrected. 
5% 
It's also considered fairly certain that Robert 
A. Lovett will be ask ed to retuim to the gov*- 
ernm ent to w*ork w ith M arshall. He w'as as­ 
sistant secretary for A ir w*hen Marshall was 
chief of staff of the A rm y and he was M ar­ 
shall’s assistant w hen the general was secre­ 
tary of state. Most Pentagon officials who k now 
Lovett approve of this. 
Still another im portant fact being considered 
in trying to anticipate M arshall’s handling of 
the defense job is his form er attitude tow’ard 
unification. M arshall w*anted a stronger unifi­ 
cation than exists, w ith 
a top chief of staff in­ 
stead of a Joint chiefs of staff. He fought For- 
restal on this issue and lost. Forrestal also w'as 
the m ain exponent of k eeping civilian control 
o f the Defense D epartm ent, a principle which 
will be violated under the present circumstance. 
It will be within the authority 
o f the new sec­ 
retary to change the com plexion of the unifica­ 
tion set-up if he w ants to do it. 
However, there are a group of k ey young men 
who have been with the unification plan ever 
since its birth. Johnson k ept most of them on 
and it is expected *"that M arshall w’ill do the 
same. M arx Leva is the outstanding one of 
these men. It is lik ely that he will be given 
m ore authority under the new set-up. He and 
the others w^ho grew up w ith unification will 
be able to give the new departm ent the con­ 
tinuity it needs at this critical stage of its 
grow th.
